did he like the provision which au- 
thorizes the condemnaion of private 
^property for public utilities, and at 
the same time does not permit the 
condemnation of property belenging 
to public utility 
corporations.

thought it unwise to leave the num- 
ber of city employees and their pa^ 
to the commissioners 
with no re- 


strictions predicting that they 
will 


make places for many friends wheth- 
er needed or not. 
Furthermore, he 


did not like the idea of combining 
the legislative, judicial and executive 
departments, in one body of men 


The speaker did not seem very fa- 


vorably impressed wit the proposed

tfon to Court of New Way to Fight 


the Divorce Evil. 


Indianapolis.—A school of domestic 


relations in which men aad women 
would b« taught tbe essentials of do- 
mestic harmony will be recommended 
to Judge Collins by Dr. Hannah M. 
Graham, president of the Equal Suf- 
frage association, as an aid In decreas- 
ing the number of police court cases 
growing out of domestic difficulties. 


Or.. Graham attended the woman's

persons.
